On the way he had hurriedly 
picked up a piece of pipe pole and with 
this he dragged the canal for some dis­ 
tance. By rare chance the pole caught 
in B ell’s clothing and he was hauled 
onto the dock.

had 
ceased 
breathing 
entirely 
and 
the water 
poured In streams from his mouth and 
noae and ears. 


Drs. John Bell, Watson and Bostick 
were called and under their skilled 
care the lad soon showed signs of re­ 
turning vitality. 
He showed 
great 
pain as his condition Improved, and 
continually attempted to break from 
the doctor’s grasp. 


The life saving crew arrlvef^ on the 
scene exactly twelve mlnntes after the 
accident and rendered valuable assist­ 
ance to the doctors. 


The work of resuscitation 
having 
been completed, the youth was taken 
to his home on W est Main street, 
where he is resting quite easily today. 


This is not the iirst time Livingston 
has saved a human life. 
From watery 
graves, from fires, from railroad acci­ 
dents Sam Livingston has snatched 
person after person. 
He has probably 
saved more lives than any other man in 
Benton Harbor.

W altham, Mass., May 31.—The race 
m eet of tne M assachusetts division of 
the L. A. \V. at the W althatn bicycle 
ta*ack W ednesdaj' was m arred by a 
.shoclving accident, one

St. Louis, May 31.—All the pent-up 
fury of the striking employes of the 
St. Louis Transit, com pany and their 
sym pathizers seems to have been ex­ 
pended, lor Tuesdaj-’s violent dem on­ 
strations and s.-ones of bloodshed w’ere 
followed W'ednesday by a pronounced 
lull. 
Up to ten o’clock a t night only 
one name had been added to the long 
casualty list, th a t of Anton Chalup- 
sky, who was shot in the legs by a po­ 
liceman for refusing to move on when 
ordered and for a ttac k in g the officer 
w ith bricks. 


Public interest in the strike veered 
to the special m eeting of the police 
board, called for the purpose of devis­ 
ing heroic m easures to bring order out 
of the strained condition of 
afTairs. 
The board m et during the afternoon 
and at once decided to call upon Sher­ 
iff Pohlm ann to 
summon 
a 
posse 
com itatus to assist in quelling the dis­ 
turbances incident to the street car 
strike, having failed in its efforts to 
secure 2,500 ex tra policemen to pre­ 
serve law and ord<er. 


The action of the board seems to 
have been precipitated by the 
four 
riots in the southern p a rt of the city 
Tuesday, during the progress of which 
11 persons received 
bullet 
wounds. 
Sherifi Pohlm ann was 
present 
and 
held a conference w ith the commission­ 
ers. He stated he luiH anticij)ated sucu 
a call and had prepared a list of GGO 
names, including m any of tlie leading 
citizens ot St. Louis, on whom he will 
call to serve as deputies. 
After the 
m eeting President Hawe.s, of the board, 
said the dignity of the city and law 
both required that all local agencies 
for the preservation of law and order 
.‘^houUl be invoked l>efore a demand was 
made upon the state to assist in pre­ 
serving peace and quiet. The commis­ 
sioners hail, he said, asked the sheriff 
to suujmon a posse of l,(KXi nien for this 
purpose, and the sheriif had promised 
to .secure them by Friday 
m orning, 
ser\ing’ processes upon the best citi­ 
zens. 
If this first call for 1,0(M) m en 
did not prove ell’ective in the next few 
dnys the commissioners would, 
Mr.

where Rev. A. K. Beem delivered an 
eloquent address on “How Best Can 
We Honor Our Dead?” He said: 
\ There are two ways of showing one’s 
discipleshlp. The one is to talk aod 
talk and fairly Qght for the name of 
the hero or 'heroine; the other is, In 
our day, according to the light we 
have, to endeavor to actualize in new 
manifestations of life the same prin­ 
ciples and spirit which our inspirer 
made real In his day. A Prof. Morse 
Invents the telegraph. A Cyrus Field 
does him a greater nonor than did all 
who simply praised himj by putting a 
cable under the sea. 


We can understand the occasion of 
the Master’s words: 
“ Why call ye me 
Lord, Lord, and do not the things 
which I say?” Yes, let us àlng our 
songs, strew our flowers, deliver our 
orations, but realize that the real hon­

It would seem that much 
today that goes under the name of 
patriotism proves to be but a blind 
prejudice In favor of our country and 
against all other countries. There Is 
the need, also, of a complete freedom, 
a juster ballot, a deeper unity and a 
saner peace. 


I have no sympathy with war for 
war’s sake. War of itself, is antl-hu- 
man, anti-God. My profound respect 
for our soldiers dead must be born of 
the 
thought 
that 
they 
fought 
as a 
last 
resort 
and* 
as 
an 
awful necessity aod we can best honor 
them by helping forward the day when 
it will be possible to settle our diffi­ 
culties on a higher plane. The time 
has come when the words of our great 
Washington, should be reversed and 
made to sav: “In time of war prepare 
for p eace.A n d we can do our country 
no greater sérvice'than to help In our 
small way, bring a perpetual peace 
founded upon the eternal principle of 
human brotherhood.

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Hagerstow n, Md., May 31.—Another 
link in the chain which binds tog’ether 
the once warring factions of the north 
and south was forged Wednesday by 
the dedication of a m onum ent erected 
to the memory of men who wore the 
gray as w'ell as those who wore the blue 
and who died in m ortal com bat on the 
bloody field of A ntietam . 
The event, 
which is probably w ithout a parallel in 
the history of the world, w as graced 
by the presence of the president of the 
United States, accompanied by many 
members of his cabinet; a score 
or 
m ore of United States senators, thrice 
as many members of congress, the gov­ 
ernor of Maryland and prom inent men 
from all parts of the country. 


The train wliich conveyed the presi­ 
dent, the members of his cabinet and 
the cong-ressional party from W ashing­ 
ton readied the battleiield at noon, 
where they were welcom ed by 
Gov. 
JohiiJlVaiter Smith, of Maryland, and 
staff; Adjt. Oen. Saunders, a delegation 
of the officers of the Maryland national 
guard and several posts of the Grand 
Army of the Kepublie of the division 
of Maryland, together w ith members 
of Herbert camp of Confederate V et­ 
erans, several camps of Sons of Vet­ 
erans of both armies and survivors of 
Brockenbrough’s Maryland artillery, 
which fought w ith 
the 
confederate 
troops and distinguished itself at An­ 
tietam. 
Beside these organized bodies 
were scores of confederate 
veterans 
w ho had taken part in the various bat­ 
tles of the civil war. These were drawn 
up in line to gr.eet the president, who, 
together with Gov. 
Smith, 
watched 
them as they passed in review. 


The dedicatory 
cerem onies 
were 
opened by 
Col. 
Uenjamin 
E. 
T ay­ 
lor, who introduced Gen. Henry Kyd 
Douglass, 
director 
of 
ceremonies. 
Prayer was olïered by iiev, 13. F. Clark­ 
son,. who was followed by Gov. John 
Walter Smith in an address of welcome. 
Col. Taylor, as president of the An­ 
tietam battleiield eunimission of Mary­ 
land, then presented the monument to 
the national governm ent, 
and 
lion. 
Elihu lioot, secretary of war, in a brief 
address accepted it on belialf of the 
United States. 
Then follow ed short 
addresses, m ainly of 
a 
reminiscent 
character, by Gens. John B. liroolce, 
Jam es Longstreet, Orlando li. Wilcox, 
J. E. Duryee, Senators Foraker, Bur­ 
rows, Daniel and others 
w ho 
were 
prominent on the opposing sides in tlie 
great struggle. These were followed in 
turn by Hon. George B. McClellan, of 
N ew York, and other members of the 
United States senate and hoU::e of rep­ 
resentatives. This concluded, the band 
played “H ail to the Chief,” and Gen. 
Douglass introduced President McKin­ 
ley, who delivered the address of the 
day. 


The president, upon 
being 
intro­ 
duced, said he was not aware that he 
w as expected to m ake a speech on th e 
occasion, and therefore had prepared 
no set oration, as he should otherw ise 
have done. 
He spoke briefly of the 
spirit of patriotism which 
had 
in­ 
spired the erection of the m onum ent 
to the soldiers of both siues of the late 
conflict. “T h e union of the north and 
south,” he said, “could work nothing 
but good for the entire country.” 


In W a»hluu:ton. 
W ashington, May 31.—Business was

national capital 
Wednesday, while thousands of 
citi­ 
zens, veterans of three wars and their 
descendants paid tribute to the nation's 
heroic dead.

Louisville, Ky., May 31.—Surrounded 
by waving banners bearing the fiery 
cross of the confederacy, listening to 
the cheers from the throats of 3,000

hundreds of ladies, Gen. John 1». Gor­ 
don, commander of the United Con­ 
federate 
N'eterans, 
on 
Wednesday 
formally opened the tenth annual re­ 
union of the order, which, in point of 
attendance is the largest 
ever 
held 
since the inception of the organiza­ 
tion, and which, in res[)ect to its wel­ 
fare and pr()S[)erity, promises to be 
the most Important it has ever held.
